5.  That  another  proceeding  is  still  pending  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Wbrks  for  the  opening  of  the  same  alley  being  under  Declaratory 
Resolution  #819-1950,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Wbrks  of  the  City 
of  Port  Wayne  on  the  22nd  day  of  June,  1950,  wherein  this  remonstrator 
has  appealed  from  the  assessment  of  award  under  said  resolution  to
